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Often, the strongly scented stocks are found even in the suburban hillsides of Tokyo. 
An occaisional two-flowered stock was reported in this Journal, 23 : 60 with figure. 
(1949) by me. Also Prof. Nakai had been cultivating the stock just like this one 
in his garden that was collected at Yawatano (AijUU), Shizuoka Pref. From Prof. 
K. Hisauchi of Toho University, I was once informed that there is seldom three- 
flowered scape in this species. However, the most highly appreciated among the 
Bonsai-lovers are stocks with purely white flowers or with any other abnormalities 
in the floral parts as well as variegated, twisted, dwarfed or narrowly leaved culti- 
vars. These have been brought about through the long horticultural history of 
techniqus in Japan and some of them often worth us more than 50,000 yens.
